HAS MADE NO FINAL DECISION TO MANUFACTURE NEW BINARY

FOR PRODUCTION MONEY. AP REPORTED SLOSS SAID POLICY ON 
CHEMICAL WEAPONS IS STILL UNDER REVIEW, ADDING HE SUS- 
PECTED PENTAGON REQUESTED THE 5.8 MILLIONS IN PRODUCTION 
MONEY AS A HEDGE TO BE READY TO MOVE IF ADMINISTRATION

LIMIT THE SIZE AND NUMBER OF UNDERGROUND ATOMIC TESTS. 
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ACCORDING O'TOOLE, KENNEDY QUESTIONED THE RATIONALE FOR 
A THRESHOLD TEST BAN WHICH COULD PERMIT A WHOLE NEW 
FAMILY OF MINI-NUKES, THUS RAISING A NEW THREAT OF AN 
ARMS RACE AT THE LEVEL OF TACTICAL NUCLEAR WEAPONRY, A 
RACE WHOSE END RESULT COULD BE TO BLUR THE DISTINCTION 
BETWEEN NUCLEAR AND NON-NUCLEAR WEAPONS. ACCORDING 
O'TOOLE, U.S ARMS EXPERTS OPPOSE AN OUTRIGHT BAN ON 
NUCLEAR TESTING BECAUSE THEY FEAR SUCH A 0AN WOULD 
CLOSE DOWN THE ATOMIC WEAPONS LABORATORIES, ADDING THAT 
THE RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT PERSONNEL INVOLVED IN 
WEAPONS DESIGN WOULD LEAVE THE PROGRAM IF THERE WERE NO 
TESTING TO KEEP THEM CHALLENGED, ONE ARMS EXPERT SAYING 
THAT THEN U.S. WOULD BE UNABLE TO RESPOND TO ANY KIND OF 
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UNFORESEEN THREAT IN TEN YEARS' TIME SINCE YOU CAN'T 
PUT A WEAPONS LAB BACK TOGETHER OVERNIGHT. O’TOOLE SAID 
KENNEDY ALSO URGED ADOPTION OF TEST BAN PARTLY TO 
ENCOURAGE OTHER NATIONS TO SIGN THE NPT AND IF WE SEEK 
TO ENCOURAGE OTHERS TO JOIN THE TREATY THE SUPERPOWERS
